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AMERICAN RAILROADS 
And WORLD TRADE

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subject of overseas trade. The seaports are the gateways through which 

the trade passes. Their people are, in a sense, the keepers of the gate, 
offering the services necessary to facilitate the flow of goods from nation to 
nation. Quite naturally and entirely properly, they are concerned with the 
facilities of their ports—not merely the docks and wharves, the cranes and 
conveyors, or the other physical facilities, but also with the port’s ability to 
handle the innumerable business details involved in export and import move- 
ment. 

Seaports are places of passage and exchange—not, in any large sense, places 
where world trade either starts or stops. Our exports originate in the fields 
and forests, the mines and mills of interior America. Our imports terminate 
in towns and cities all over the continent. Between the seaports and these 
interior points of production and consumption there must be inland transporta- 


y subje seaport, by its very nature and function, has a special interest in the 





tion. 


In the United States, we are fortunate in 
the extent and variety of this interior 
transportation. We have transportation fa- 
cilities in abundance and we use them 
abundantly. We have indeed developed a 
special technique of high volume produc- 
tion, which depends, at bottom, upon the 
availability of cheap, abundant and depend- 
able transportation. Without such service 
to bring together the raw materials and to 
move the semi-finished products and sub- 
assemblies, it would be simply impossible 
to operate our great production centers. 
And even if they could operate, they could 
not dispose of their output if we did not 
have the transportation that makes pos- 
sible great national markets of high con- 
suming power. 

What is true of domestic production and 
the domestic market in the United States 
is equally true of international trade and 
the world market. American productive fa- 
cilities are available to supply the world 
because, in addition to seaports and over- 
seas transportation, we have abundant and 
economical interior transportation. The 
whole vast American market can be 
reached from all parts of the world through 
our seaports and the network of domestic 
transportation facilities which connects 
them with the interior. In the United 
States, the great bulk of this inland trans- 
portation is provided—and for the fore- 
seeable future will continue to be provided 

hy railroads. 

In thinking of world trade, it is easy to 
overlook the vital part of this fundamental 
inland transportation upon which the great 
productive and consuming power of Amer- 


ica is built. From the very beginning cf 
railroads on this continent right up to the 
present moment, there has been a peculiar- 
ly close relationship between them and the 
seaports they served. The first long dis- 
tance railroad chartered in the United 
States was one to connect the seaport of 
Baltimore with the interior. The first lo- 
comotive to pull a train of cars on this 
continent ran from the Atlantic seaport of 
Charleston heading for the upcountry to 
the west. Indeed, in the early conception of 
railroads in this country, they were 
thought of primarily as feeders to seaports 
or, a little later, as mere connecting links 
in inland water routes. 

The great part which this network of 
rails plays in world trade is that of provid- 
ing a unified and universal service, carry- 
ing anything for anybody, everything for 
everybody, to or from all parts of the 
American continent, in any season of the 
year, and doing it so economically and effi- 
ciently that the average charge for moving 
a ton of freight one mile on these railroads 
—even with today’s inflation—is only 
about 11/3 cents. 

This transportation service is the great 
part which American railroads have in 
world trade, but it is by no means their 
only part. Virtually every major railroad 
which serves the ocean frontage of the 
United States has its specialized depart- 
ment of foreign trade, or a group of for- 
eign trade experts as part of its working 
staff. The services of these foreign trade 
staffs are available not only within the 
United States but all over the world. For- 
eign freight organizations of the railroads 
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AMERICAN R. R. AND WORLD TRADE— 
Continued 
are represented in seaports and major in- 
land centers not only of the American con- 
tinent, but of the lands over the seas. 

The foreign freight representatives of 
the dozen or so major railroads which 
maintain such departments are neither 
sellers nor buyers of goods, but are at the 
service of both. They work to increase 
knowledge of foreign commercial enter- 
prise and opportunities. They gather in- 
formation and make it available not only 
to the exporter and importer in the United 
States, but also to the buyer or seller of 
goods in foreign lands. Their purpose is 
to save time, worry and expense for all 
concerned, while stimulating the flow of 
commerce among nations. 

To their fundamental part as carriers of 
the essential commerce of the continent, 
and to the special services of their foreign 
freight departments or agents, the rail- 
roads have added still other services in fa- 
cilitating world trade. Special arrange- 
ments are made for free time for railroad 
cars in ports, over and above the free time 
for loading and unloading which is allowed 
on domestic shipments. These arrange- 
ments, arising out of the practical neces- 
sities of port operation, are set out in 
tariffs filed with the ICC. They make it 
possible to accumulate cargoes for ships, 
and to lay out loading programs which re- 
duce time losses and help speed up the 
turn-around time of vessels. 

And the railroads have still another part 
in world trade, through the facilities they 
have provided for the assembly, storage 
and delivery of outbound cargo, and the 
receipt, storage and distribution of inbound 
freight. In such facilities as piers, wharves, 
conveyors, grain elevators, coal dumpers 
and the link, the railroads have invested 
about 250 million dollars altogether—as a 
major contribution to the economical and 
expeditious handling of freight between 
shore and ship. 

These facilities—not only the facilities 
at the ports, but the facilities back of the 
ports for the movement of traffic to and 
from all parts of the continent—are the re- 
sults of experience, of research and finally 
of the investment of billions of dollars of 
the pooled savings of millions of indivi- 
duals. For these railroads were almost 
wholly created by private investment, and 
are today operated—independently and 
competitively—by several hundred private 
companies. This is not true today of the 
railroads in most of the world, which either 
were created by government or are today 
owned and operated by the governments of 
their countries. 

Our American railroads represent today 
one of the world’s supreme examples of 
what can be done by the business method, 
the private enterprise way, of getting the 
work of the world done. 
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N line with a program for 
expansion of services dur- 

ing the postwar period when 
many new opportunities and 
problems faced American for- 
eign traders and investors, 
the National Foreign Trade 
Council enlarged its activities 
this year in the Far Eastern 
field and added to its Staff a 
Director of the NFTC Far 
Eastern Division. 

Activities on behalf of 
American business firms deal- 
ing with the Orient have been 
stepped up. As a result the 
NFTC Board of Directors, 
General and Country Com- 
mittees, and overall Member- 
ship are now assisted across 
the board in meeting policy 
problems of America’s world 
commercial relations through 
the Africa-Middle East Divi- 
sion, European Division 
which also covers the United 
Kingdom and Commonwealth 
and Colonies, Far Eastern 
Division, Western Hemi- 
sphere Division and Foreign 
Property Division. 

NFTC activities take sev- 
eral major forms. Foremost 
of its responsibilities is to 
serve as the formulator and 
medium through which for- 
eign traders and investors 
can place their views before 
Congress and the executive 
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TRADE COUNCIL 


branches of the Government 
in Washington. Appearances 
are made before Congres- 
sional Committees and briefs 
filed with them on proposed 
legislation affecting Ameri- 
can foreign trade and invest- 
ments. Frequent discussions 
are held with officials of the 
Departments of State, Trea- 
sury, Defense, Commerce, 
with Export-Import Bank 
officials, and with other Gov- 
ernment representatives as 
needs arise. 

For example, when Presi- 
dent Truman called for a 
program of assistance to 
economically under-develcped 
areas in his inaugural ad- 
dress, NFTC devoted some 
time to collecting all avail- 
able data bearing on such a 
proposition. The Directors of 
our organization considered 
the problem in a broad policy 
framework and a special! 
Committee was formed to 
prepare recommendations. 
This Committee was able to 
draw extensively on the work 
of standing NFTC Commit- 
tees for thinking on Ameri- 
can foreign investments, tax- 
ation by the United States 
and foreign countries, and 
trade and currency matters. 
The outcome was a _ booklet 
entitled “Private Enterprise 
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Research Director 
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Publicity Director 


and the Point IV Program,” which has been 
presented to the Government and widely 
distributed in the U. S. and abroad. 

A second NFTC function is informa- 
tional. Hundreds of bulletins on foreign 
trade developments are distributed an- 
nually to Members in all parts of the United 
States, while much additional information 
is supplied to Committees on issues in their 
respective fields. Preparation of bulletins 
and Committee memorandums is primarily 
a Staff job. Not all NFTC bulletins are 
of immediate interest to all NFTC Mem- 
bers because of different lines of business 
conducted by companies with and in differ- 
ing areas. However, a considerable amount 
of vital information is supplied each Mem- 
ber every year. Emphasis is on accuracy. 

Comprehensive studies of American com- 
mercial relations with individual foreign 
countries are issued from time to time. 
These contain economic and legal data use- 
ful to Members in making foreign sales or 
investment plans and they also feature 
recommendations for improvement of com- 
mercial relations with the country in ques- 
tion, for consideration by our Government 
and governments abroad. In April of this 
year, for instance, an 85-page study of

Sterling and the United Kingdom trade and 
financial position was issued. Devaluation 
and trade discriminations were among the 
subjects covered exhaustively. A crisis in 
Argentina and difficulties in the Philippines 
similarly called forth studies and state- 
ments regarding those countries. Country 
studies fall within the purview of the 
NFTC Country Committees. They have 
timely value when issued and they also 
form the basis for much follow-up work by 
Committees and Staff. 

Member companies often call upon the 
NFTC Staff for advice and assistance with 
special trade and investment problems. 
Economic market research work and solu- 
tion to problems of legal background can 
be facilitated in many instances. 

Another activity of NFTC, and one 
which is being accelerated, is the holding 
of relatively small Committee meetings 
with foreign Government officials visiting 
the United States and with American Am- 
bassadors during trips to this country. In 
these meetings full, frank, and off-the-rec- 
ord discussions take place and many areas 
of misunderstanding can be cleared up. 

Annually NFTC sponsors the National 
Foreign Trade Convention. This year’s

Grace Line: The stimulation of United 
States tourist travel to South America was 
discussed as a practical means of increasing 
dollar-purchasing power in the southern 
republics, by Godfrey Macdonald, vice presi- 
dent, in an address made at a recent lunch- 
eon of the Export Advertising Association 

“South America’s share of the highly 
coveted tourist dollars always has been and 
still is relatively small,” Mr. Macdonald 
stated. He attributed this chiefly to the gen- 
eral ignorance on the part of the U. S. pub- 
lic regarding South America. As evidence 
he pointed to the results of a poll taken on

this subject. The pollsters distributed to 
thousands of persons all over the country 
outline maps of South America and asked 
them to identify eight of the South Ameri- 
can countries. The college trained person 
could identify only four out of eight; the 


high school graduate found fewer than 
three; the average man scored 2.9; and the 


average woman, 2.6. 

‘The U. S. public not only is not well in- 
formed on South America, but too often is 
misinformed. Too many persons still think 
of the southern continent in terms of 
thatched huts, paint and feathers, and poi 
soned arrows,” Mr. Macdonald said. “One of 
the most important tasks of those con 
cerned with the development of trade be- 
tween the United States and South America 
is to disseminate authentic information and 
to correct misconceptions.”

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RELIABLE REPRESENTATION FOR RESPONSIBLE OWNERS

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OUBLE-BARREL#D action in efforts to consolidate American policy and 
practice in reducing barriers to international trade and to fortify the world 
trade picture as a whole was taken recently by the United States Council 

of the International Chamber of Commerce. 
First, United States Council urged Congress to extend the Reciprocal Trade 


Agreements for a period of not less than five years.* 


Second, United States Coun- 


cil recommended early action by Congress to amend the Tariff Act of 1930 in such 
a manner as to conform to the sound commercial principles of the General Agree- 


ment on Tariffs and Trade (GATT). 

In making the findings on the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements public, H. J. Heinz II, 
Chairman, U. S. Council, pointed out that 
“the world now needs more than ever the 
assurance of a continuing and resolute for- 
eign economic policy and strong leadership 
by the United States.” The U. S. Council 
Committee on Commercial Policy objected 
strongly to the 1948 version of the RTA, 
in particular that section which removed 
the Tariff Commission from the Interde- 
partmental Committee on Trade Agree- 
ments, which represents seven interested 
government agencies. 

This fundamental change in procedure 
written into the RTA legislation last year 
—the Committee report states—causes for 
all practical purposes the State, Treasury. 
Defense, Agriculture, Commerce and Labor 
Departments and the ECA to become sec- 
ondary voices in the determination of pos- 
sible tariff changes. This, despite the fact 
that these departments represent every 
part of our domestic economy and, in the 
past, almost always have presented unani- 
mous recommendations on tariffs to the 
President. ‘ 

In addition, the 1948 version of the RTA 
will place the United States in a weak ne- 
gotiating position at the forthcoming April 
eleventh Geneva Conference, where trade 
agreements will be initiated with thirteen 
new countries participating with the 
twenty-three signatory countries of the 
1947 Geneva agreement (GATT). 

“Because of the imminence of the April, 
1949, Geneva Trade Agreement negotia- 
tions,” the U. S. Council report stresses, 
“we urge the very early extension of the 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act without 


the crippling 1948 Amendment for the 
period of five years.” 

Charles T. Riotte, Chairman, United 
States Council Committee on Customs 


Technique, in releasing his committee’s re- 
port entitled Simplifying U. S. Customs 
Procedure called attention to the fact that 
in signing the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, the United States acted 
under the authority of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act. 


“My committee worked for many 


months,” stated Mr. Riotte, “to formulate 
suggestions to bring: the Tariff Act of 
1930, which is in effect now, into conform- 
ity with United States Commitments in the 
Agreement.” 

“While it is true,” Mr. Riotte pointed 
out, “that the importer has a profound in- 
terest in this simplification of the tariff 
law, it must be kept in mind that ulti- 
mately the consumer will foot the bill for 
unnecessary litigation, delays and costs 
which are inherent in the outdated adminis- 
trative features of our tariff.” 

The United States Council Committee on 
Customs Technique made recommendations 
that Congress act on six points: Counter- 
vailing Duty; Valuation for Customs Pur- 
poses; Conversion of Foreign Currency; 
Marks of Origin; Internal Taxes; and 
Penalty Duties. 

1. Countervailing Duties: The U. S. 
Council recommends that countervailing 
duties be imposed only if it is shown that 
a domestic industry is likely to be injured. 
It suggests an investigation and public 
hearing by the U. S. Tariff Commission, 
rather than a simple finding by the Trea- 
sury Department that a foreign subsidy 
exists. A countervailing duty is one im- 
posed on dutiable goods imported into this 
country from foreign exporters who have 
received subsidies or bounties on their ex- 
ports to the United States. 

“For example,” said Mr. Riotte, “on Sep- 
tember 27, 1947, the Treasury Department 
imposed a countervailing duty on cork im- 
ports from Spain. In April, 1948, the Trea- 
sury Department rescinded this order re- 
troactive to November 1, 1947, upon the 
receipt of additional information that the 
Spanish Government had discontinued pay- 
ing subsidies to its cork exporters. In the 
meantime, the American consumer had 
been charged with an extra duty ranging 
from 10 to 40 per cent for cork articles. 
It should be mentioned that there is no 
domestic cork industry which requires such 
protection.

investigation undertaken prior to imposing 
the countervailing duty, as our report rec- 
ommends, a lot of time and, most of all, 
money would have been saved by everyone 
concerned, in@wding the government and 
the ultimate consumer of products contain- 
ing cork.” 

2. Valuation for Customs Purposes: The 
U.S. Council recommends that the “Export 
Value” of goods imported into this country 
should be brought into conformity with 
“Actual Value” as adopted in GATT. The 
suggestion is made that United States 
value or a fair commercial value be used 
instead of “Export Value.” It is suggested 
in the report “Simplifying U. S. Customs 
Procedure” to delete (a) American Selling 
Price; (b) Cost of Production and (¢) For- 
eign Value. 

“The purpose of these recommenda- 
tions,” said Mr. Riotte, “is to come to a 
realistic basis of valuation and to simplify 
a section of the tariff that has caused most 
headaches. 

“For example, beginning in 1940 the 
British Government levied a luxury tax 
at home called ‘purchase tax.’ Its pur- 
pose was to discourage the British people 
from buying non-essential goods and to 
encourage the export of these goods. This 
tax from the start did not apply to items 
exported. There was, in other words, a 
distinet difference between the home mar- 
ket and the export price. 

“When a shipment of English luggage 
arrived on our shores, however, the Trea- 
sury Department ruled that the customs 
rate should be imposed on the British do- 
mestic price including the ‘purchase tax.’ 
This meant that duty payment was deter- 
mined on a 100 per cent higher rate since 
the purchase tax for luggage in Great 
Britain was 100 per cent. . 

“In 1940, and in the years that followed, 
the importers paid the higher duty and 
passed the extra duty cost on to the con- 
sumer, although they appealed their cases 
to the customs courts. Last year, eight 
years later, the court finally disposed of 
the case and decided that the British pur- 
chase tax should not have been included 
for duty purpose. But, the consumer had 
already paid the higher price. 

“The recommendations of our Committee 
included the exclusion of all internal taxes 
which do not apply to the exported item” 
explained Mr. Riotte. 

3. Conversion of Foreign Currency for 
Customs Purposes: The Committee on 
Customs Technique suggests that the sys- 
tem of quarterly findings of the value of 
foreign currencies based on the metal con- 
tent of coins be replaced by the use of the 
par values of such currencies as established 
in collaboration with the International 
Monetary Fund. In case no such par values 
have been established in that manner, the 
quarterly proclamations of foreign cur-

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The careers of both Woodruff and John- 


ston are typical American success stories 
Woodruff was born on a farm near Green 
Bay, Wis., Sept. 11, 1884, went to public 


school there, later to high school in Benton 
Harbor, Mich., and Purdue University. In 
1942 he was honored with a degree of doc- 
tor of engineering. 

In his climb to the top, he advanced suc- 
cessively from track laborer to section fore- 
man, transitman, inspector, assistant divi- 
sion engineer, trainmaster, division super- 
intendent, superintendent of transportation, 
general manager, assistant vice president, 
and vice president in charge of operation 
and maintenance. During this period he 
was stationed at 14 different points along 
the Erie’s 2,229 miles of railroad. 

Rising through the ranks in the 44 years 
since 1905 he was graduated as a civil en- 
gineer from Purdue, Woodruff studied the 
operating, personnel and management prob- 
lems which faced the railroads. In 1$25 
when he was a division superintendent, he 
set his findings down in a book “The Mak- 
ing of a Railroad Officer.” 

His successor, Mr. Johnston, now 57, be- 
gan his railroading career at the age of 16, 
working as a yard clerk for the Erie during 
vacation periods while attending high school 
and college. He was born on July 5, 1892 
in the little town of Transfer, Pa., where 
his father was Station Agent for the Erie. 
Shortly after graduating from Allegheny 
College he became a regular employe of the 
Erie as a relief agent at Greenville, Pa., in 
1918. Successive promotions moved him on 
to station supervisor, rules examiner, caief 
clerk, trainmaster, superintendent of trans- 
portation, assistant general manager, as- 
sistant to the vice president, general man- 
ager, assistant vice president and vice presi- 
dent in charge of personne] 

During the last war he served on the staff 
of Gen. Douglas MacArthur in the South 
Pacific for 3% vears. He was in charge of 
the Army’s transportation problems in Aus- 
tralia and represented General MacArthur 
on the Allied Supply Council and at the 
UNRRA conference. He returned to civilian 
life in 1946 as a brigadier general and was 


presented with the Distinguished Service 
Medal.

The 1948 Annual Report of the Missouri- 
Kansas-Texas Lines has been awarded first 
place among those of Southwestern rail- 
roads in an independent survey conducted 
by Financial World Magazine. 


Discrimination against the railroads 
through government subsidization of their 
competitors “should and must be removed,” 
Wayne A. Johnston, president of the Illinois 
Central Railroad, declared recently in a 
lecture at the School of Banking of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. 

“The railroads,” he said, “do not advocate 
repressive measures against other forms of 
transportation. All they ask and want is 
equal treatment of all forms of transporta- 
tion. Railroads are self-supporting. On the 
other hand, the public purse is used to pro 
vide almost all the fixed investment required 
to carry on most other forms of transporta- 
tion—the improved waterway channels, the 
airways and airports, the roads and streets 

-and to provide many services for them. 
These things are done without, in most 
cases, making an adequate charge for the 
use of such facilities in carrying on the 
business of commercial transportation. The 
result is that the rates charged by these 
carriers for their service need not and do 
not reflect the full cost of providing the 
service. This discrimination should and must 
be removed.”

Through his office monthly clearance bulletins of news of foreign trade club activities through- 


out the nation are assembled and distributed. 


The annual Conventions themselves have been sponsored by NFTC since 1914. In recent 
years attendance has averaged in excess of two thousand delegates active in international com- 
merce and all of its services and in foreign investments. The meetings have attained a traditional 
authority as forums dealing with United States foreign economic policy and problems. A principal 
function is to formulate and submit to the Congress and the Executive Branch of the Government 
and to the public a declaration containing the recommendations of the national foreign trade 
and investment community on practical action to increase the effectiveness of American inter- 


national commercial policies. 


Mr. Breen was born in England and has been an American citizen for many years. He was 
Assistant Commissioner General of the World Trade Center at the New York World's Fair in 
1939-40, and Adviser o1 Arrangements and Public Relations to the Department of State at the 
organization meeting of the United Nations at San Francisco in 1945.

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


The Maritime Commission has issued its 
new list of forwarders registered as eligible 
to handle E.C.A. cargoes. It is important to 
note that under USMC G.O. 70 it becomes the 
duty of the exporter to assure that the for- 
warder he employs for transactions under 


E.C.A. is properly registered. As a means of 
identification, registered forwarders are 
authorized to add to their stationery and 


advertising either of the following: 
1. REGISTERED USMC FORWARDERS 
(Under G.O. 70) 
2. LISTED USMC FORWARDERS 
(Under G.O. 70) 

Importers should particularly note that 
registration with the Maritime Commission 
is not in any way to be considered as an ap- 
proval by that agency. It behooves the ex- 
porter to exercise the same care in the selec- 
tion of a forwarder as he should use in the 
conduct of his private transactions. This is 
particularly true since the listing apparently 
includes the names of some who are not con- 
sidered as bona fide independent forwarders 
when judged by the standards and ethics of 
this Association. The CBFAA is carefully 
scanning the list and intends to vigorously 
protest the inclusion of any person or firm 
which it does not believe to be fully law- 
abiding and capable of rendering responsible 
and efficient and honest service to exporters. 
In the meantime we will welcome inquiries 
from any exporter and will be glad to fur- 
nish in confidence anv information contained 
in our voluminous files. 

On the import side, 





there is a growing 


pressure on the part of certain airlines to 
obtain from the Customs Authorities permis- 
sion to pass informal entries (Form 5119). 
This movement constitutes a grave threat 
to the Licensed Customhouse Broker as well 
as to the proper and efficient collection of 
duties. 

It can readily be seen that if airlines are 
permitted to pass informal entries then every 
steamship line or other carrier must be ac- 
corded the same privilege. If such permis- 
sion were to be given, the next logical step 
would be for carriers to pass formal entries 
and thus nullify the whole Customs Broker- 
age licensing system which was designed for 
the protection of importers and exporters as 
well as the revenue of the United States. The 
Customs Regulations specifically provide 
that no one except a duly licensed customs 
broker may transact Customs business for 
account of others. It is really this regulation 
that is now under attack. 

From the standpoint of the revenue it can 
readily be seen that compact items such as 
linens, embroideries, watch movements, etc., 
could readily be shipped in many small par- 
cels valued at under $100.00 and cleared 
informally. In this manner tremendous 
quantities of merchandise would enter the 
country without the formal examination and 
appraisement of an expert Customs Exam 
iner and the wav would be open to many 
possible abuses. The CBFAA is closely fol- 
lowing this situation and all Licensed Cus- 
toms Brokers are urged to lodge protest 
with their local Collector of Customs

produced and the sweaters are manufactured 
in the United States. The stipulation does 
not ban the terms “Scotch Crown” provided 
it “clearly appears” that it is a trade-mark 
and that the sweaters were manufactured in 
the United States. The use of the word 
“Glasgow” is not prohibited under the stipu- 
lation so long as it is made clear that the 
reference is to the corporate name of a firm 
and not the city of that name 
TIN—Effective August 18, 1949, the Office 
of Domestic Commerce, U. 8S. Department of 
Commerce, amended Allocation Order M-43 
to eliminate the restrictions on the end-use 
of tin which were provided in this Order.

President Quirino’s extemporaneous dis- 
cussion of Philippine economic problems 
covered historical development, current 


situation, and prospects. Ambassador Cow- 
en's remarks dealt with recommendations 
of the American Chamber of Commerce of 
the Philippines presented to President Quir- 
ino prior to his departure for the United 
States. The Chamber’s statement, which in- 
corporates proposals for Philippine recovery, 
was made by NFTC on June 27.

PROBLEMS IN GERMANY 

During a recent visit to the United States 
of the Honorable John J. McCloy, Military 
Governor and High Commissioner Designate, 
for Germany, he suggested to the Chairman 
of the NFTC Committee on Germany that 
the Council forward to him a memorandum 
concerning the problems of importance to 
American business in Germany

FINANCIAL & COMMERCIAL 
DEVELOPMENTS—CHILE 


An extract of a report on the business and 
financial outlook of Chile has been prepared 


by the American Embassy, Santiago de 
Chile. It summarizes recent developments 
with respect to import controls and ex- 


change policy, fiscal problems, and internal 
financial conditions. It has been made avail 
able through the courtesy of the Office of 
International Trade, Department of Com- 
merce, 

The business and financial outlook in Chile 
during July and early August somewhat im- 
proved as compared with previous weeks of 





tension and concern over the decline in the 
world price and demand for copper, Chile's 
major export and source of dollar exchange. 
Planning by the Government to meet the 
exigencies of reduced foreign exchange and 
budgetary receipts was complicated by diffi- 
culties in obtaining Congressional approval 
of the limited proposals put forward. 

There were indications that a peak had 
been reached in industrial operations and a 
slight recession had begun. Business in gen- 
eral was leveling off as well as some prices, 
but the cost of living was still rising, which 
raised again the dilemma regarding appro- 


priate wage, price and exchange control 
policies. Increased restrictions on imports 
were imposed and further measures ap- 


peared probable. 


TRENDS IN LATIN AMERICAN 
. TRADE 


A summary (available upon request) of 
present trends in Latin American trade pre- 
pared by the Western Hemisphere Division, 
NFTC, complements reports on individual 
countries periodically sent to members who 
have requested such information. In this 
summary the area is reviewed as a whole 
with realization of the fact that any general 
pattern does not apply in many cases 
for specific commodities or for individual 
markets. 

Despite a substantial increase during re- 
cent months in import restrictions and ex- 
change controls, the Latin American coun- 
tries continue to be a vital market for the 
United States. These countries are currently 
spending their available dollars for ship- 
ments of American goods. Although exports 
to Latin America have decreased from the 
record postwar peak volume, American 
goods still constitute a substantial propor- 
tion of the area’s imports. The decline of 
recent months reflects increasingly difficult 
conditions for conducting American foreign 
commerce. In large part the reduction of 
sales in Latin America is the outcome of 
failure of efforts so far to reinstitute the 
world’s historic multilateral trading system 
with exchange convertibility applicable to 
Latin American and European currencies 
and the dollar. In part also the slowing of 
United States export sales in Latin American 
markets is attributable to a trend towards 
prewar patterns of transactions between 
Latin America and Europe. A further factor 
responsible for increasing balance-of-pay 
ments difficulties of a majority of Latin 
American nations is the fact that the dollars 
ereated by their sales to the United States 
are insufficient to meet their dollar import 
demands. Improvident use of dollar reserves 
accumulated during the war period has 
accentuated the exchange problem of a num-

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 

ITALY lbutiable articles (merchandise) prepaid at the letter rate of postage are 
prohibited in the letter mails to Italy (including San Marino Republic), except that small 
quantities of streptomycin and penicillin sent as gifts, and prepared to be used directly for 
personal treatment will be admitted on condition that the addressees submit to the customs 
otfice the regulation permit from the Italian health authorities 

ISRAEL—FEach parcel post package addressed for delivery in the State of Israel must 
be accompanied by two copies of Customs declaration Form 2966 

INDIA—Dispatch notes (Form 2972) are no longer required to be completed and affixed 
to parcel post packages addressed for delivery in India. Senders must continue to prepare 
and affix two copies of the customers declaration (Form 2966) to each parcel, and the alterna- 
tive disposition instructions must be completed on the customs declaration and, in the case 
of commercial parcels, such alternative disposition instructions must also be shown on the 
international parcel post sticker (Form 2922). 

BERLIN—Parcel post service to the American, British, and French sectors of Berlin is 
extended to permit the mailing of commercial parcels at the postage rate of fourteen cents 
per pound and subject to the conditions applicable to similar parcels for the corresponding 
zones of western Germany. 

Also effective September 1, 1949, printed matter may be mailed to the American, British 
and French sectors of Berlin at the postage rates and other conditions which apply to the 
corresponding zones of western Germany. Articles of pr inted matter and « ‘ommercial pare els

POLAND—Effective September 1, 1949, service will be available for the acceptance of 
parcel post packages, and for articles in the Postal Union (regular) mails other than letters 
and post cards, for air dispatch to Poland. The postage rate for air parcel post packages 
will be $1.06 for the initial weight unit of four ounces or fraction and 52 cents for each addi- 
tional four ounces or fraction thereof, with a weight limit of 44 pounds. 

The blue “Par Avion/By Air Mail” label must be affixed to the address side of each air 
parcel. Air parcels will be subject to the same size and other postal requirements as surface 
parcel post for Poland. 

TRANS-JORDAN—The country heretofore known as Trans-Jordan is now Officially 
called the Hashimite Kingdom of the Jordan. 

PHILIPPINES—Parcel post packages addressed for delivery in the cities of Caloocan, 
Mandaluyong, Rizal City, San Juan, and Quezon City in the Republic of the Philippines may 
now weigh up to 44 pounds. The cities mentioned above are in addition to the cities of 
Baguio, Cebu, Davao, Iloilo, Manila, Zamboanga, and the municipality of Tacloban in the 
Province of Leyte, to which the weight also is 44 pounds. 


IN-TRANSIT SHIPMENTS AND SHIPPER’S EXPORT DECLARATION 
FOR IN-TRANSIT GOODS 


The Foreign Commerce Statistical Regulations now provide that Commerce Form 7513, 
Shipper’s Export Declaration for In-Transit Goods, is to be used for foreign merchandise 
exclusively. As a temporary measure pending formal amendment of the appropriate sections 
of Foreign Commerce Statistical Regulations, Collectors of Customs are authorized to accept 
Commerce Form 7513 for all in-transit shipments through the United States, whether the 
in-transit merchandise is of foreign or domestic origin. 

Effective October 1, 1949, Circular Letter No. FT 86, dated June 6, 1949, is hereby 
amended by deleting paragraph (2) (b) and substituting the following: 

(2) (b) Underneath the name and address of the intermediate consignee, also within 
columns 1-6, one of the following statements must be made, whichever is appropriate: 

(i) For in-transit shipments of foreign merchandise: 

“The merchandise described herein is of foreign origin.” 

Note: For purposes of export control regulations, foreign merchandise is defined in Section 
$71.9 paragraph (a), of Comprehensive Export Schedule No. 27 to include not only merchandise 
which is the growth, production, or manufacture of a country other than the United States, but 
also commodities which were originally grown, produced or manufactured in the United States 
but which have been so altered by further processing, manufacture, or assembly in the foreign 
country that such commodi‘ies have either thereby teen substantially enhanced in value, or 
have lost their original identity with respect to form. 

(ii) For tn-transit shipments of domestic (U. 8.) merchandise: 

“The merchandise described herein is of the growth, production, or manufacture of the 
United States.” 

In-transit merchandise is subject to the export control] regulations of the Office of 
International Trade. [F.T. 94.] 





Further reference is made to Circular Letter No. FT 86, dated June 6, 1949, relating to 
the use of the Shipper’s Export Declaration for In-Transit Goods (Commerce Form 7513). 
The form has been revised and reprinted in accordance with the statement made in para- 
graph (1) of that circular. 

Copies of the revised form may be obtained from the Superintendent of Documents, 
Government Printing Office, Washington 25, D. C., Collectors of Customs, and Department 
of Commerce Field Offices for 55 cents per block of 100. Both the old form (May 8, 1942 
edition) and the new form (June 1, 1949 edition) may be used interchangeably 

The additional statements which the Office of International Trade requires to be shown 
on the form as described in Circular Letter No. FT 94, dated September 6, 1949, must be 
shown on the form in accordance with the provisions of that circular. [F.T. 95.] 


IMPORTS INTO MEXICAN FREE ZONES EXEMPTED 
FROM RESTRICTION 


As reported from the United States Embassy in Mexico City, the Mexican Government 
modified the import prohibition Decree effective June 21, 1949, by exempting from the pro- 
hibition all imports of affected commodities into Mexican Free Zones and Free Perimeters 
for a period of 90 days, beginning August 4, 1949. These areas include all of Lower California, 
the northwestern portion of the State of Sonora and the free perimeters of Cozumel, 
Chetumal, Xcalak, and Isla de Mujeres in the Territory of Quintana Roo.

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
exports of domestic and foreign merchandise to the participating Ek. C. A. countries fell 
from $406.7 million in June to $279.8 million in July, or to a level about twenty-nine per- 
cent below the monthly average of $393.8 million for the first half of 1949 and twenty-five 
percent below the 1948 monthly average of $371.2 million. 

Countries reflecting the largest decreases in exports from June to July were France 


Which dropped trom $62.1 to $25.4 million, Italy from $51.9 to $23.4 million, and the United 
Kingdom from $78.3 to $50.2 million. These decreases were due chiefly to a decline in 
exports of cotton and wheat, cotton and coal, and cotton, respectively. The E. C. A. 


countries in Asia reflected a value decrease in exports of $12.8 million from June to July 
as exports to Turkey fell from $18.4 to $5.9 million. The two E. C. A. countries showing 
increased exports were Germany which rose from $59.2 million in June to $64.1 million in 
July and Trieste from $0.8 to $1.1 million. 

General imports from the E. C. A. participating countries amounted to $57.6 million in 
July compared to $65.7 million in June and a monthly average of $82.3 ee for the 
first half of 1949 and a 1948 monthly average of $91.4 million. Imports from the Netherlands 
decreased from $8.0 million in June to $2.5 million in July while only minor changes 
occurred in imports from other Ek. C. A. participating countries during the same period

URUGUAYAN GROUP SEEKS TO MARKET CHEESE 

The possibility of exporting Uruguayan cheese to the United States is being investi- 
gated by the Asociacion Pro Intensificacion del Comercio Urugyayo-Estadounidense (Asso- 
ciation for the intensification of Commerce between the United States and Uruguay), of 
Montevideo, Uruguay. In line with this survey, the Association wishes to be informed 
of the types and prices of cheese customarily imported by the United States. 

While Uruguay reportedly does not now have a large exportable surplus of cheese, 
officials of APICUE state than an industry could be developed provided a _ sufficiently 
large market could be established in the United States. Interested importers and buyers 
are invited to communicate with the Association in Montevideo. 
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rencies for customs purposes should reflect 
the average oi toreign exchange rates fo 
commercial purposes Curing the previous 
quarter.

The situation 
became acute when Chinese exporters from 
that region exported goods to the United 
States and were ordered by the Japanese 
invaders to invoice on the basis of this FRB 
dollar, which had no official New York 
quotation, 

“The Treasury Department, when faced 
with this issue, decided back in 1938 to 
base the value on the Japanese yen, thus 
raising the value by about four-and-a-half 


times. The consumer paid the additional 
money. The importer is trying to get his 


money back; and the case is still unsettled.” 

1. Marks of Origin: The report “Simpli- 
fying U. S. Customs Procedure” suggests 
amendment of those paragraphs in our 
tariff which require all kinds of knives, 
surgical instruments, including hypodermic 
needles, slip joint pliers, sword blades, 
bells, shotguns and others to be marked 
prior to importation into the United States.

5. internal ‘axes: The United States 
Council Committee on Customs Technique 
calls for a careiul examination of the in- 
ternal Revenue Code so as to remove 
current discrimination of such products 
as oleomargarine and certain imported 
cheeses. “We are suggesting that such 
internal taxes should not exceed the inter- 
nal taxes on similar domestic products,” 
explained Committe Chairman Riotte. 

6. Formalities Connected With Importa- 
tion: The report calls for the elimination 
of the present tariff provision which pro- 
vides that the higher of the entered value 
or the appraised value must prevail. “As 
things now stand,” said Mr. Riotte, “if an 
importer declares a value at the time he 
makes an entry which turns out to be 
higher than the true value found by the 
appraiser, the appraiser’s value must be 
set aside and the original entry value is 
taken as a basis for duty assessment. Our 
Committee suggests that the appraised 
value should control in such situations.” 

The report also recommends that the in- 
flexible penalty duties that now apply for 
technical “undervaluation” be eliminated. 
It should be kept in mind, said Mr. Riotte, 
“that in case the foreign exporter or the 
importer actually undervalues the goods, 
the so-called fraud provisions of the tariff 
adequately cover the situation.”” Mr. Riotte 
pointed out that “if the importer unwit- 
tingly enters his merchandise, he should 
not be subject to harsh penalties if it turns 
out that the final appraised value is higher 
than his entered value. Even now, this 
penalty duty is returned when the importer 
can show the courts that he entered the 
merchandise without fraudulent intent, 
without misrepresentation of the facts, 
without deceiving the appraiser as to the 
real value of the goods.” 

The two U. S. Council reports will be 
submitted to the government departments 
and agencies and the congressional com- 
mittees concerned.

The Federal Reserve Bank has announced that 
for dates on and after June 11, 1948, it will certify, upon request of the Customs Informa- 
tion Exchange, two rates for the Colombian peso 

In any case where it is necessary to determine the proper rate or rates for the 
Colombian peso for the purpose of the assessment and collection of duties on merchandise 
exported to the United States from Colombia on or after June 11, 1948, the appraiser and 
collector shall, respectively, withhold appraisement and suspend liquidation pending re 
ceipt of further instructions 

The two certified rates for the Colombian peso will be published in the Customs Infor 
mation Exchange circulars and the higher rate (i. e.. the rate showing the larger amount 
of United States money as the equivalent of the peso) shall be used solely for the purpose 
of calculating estimated duties. [T.D. 52302.]

100.100 Aet. The term “Act” means the Foreign-Trade Zones Act of June 18, 1934 (45

400.103 Board. The term “Board” means the Board created by the Act to carry out the 
provisions thereof. The Board shall consist of the Secretary of Commerce, who shall be 
chairman and executive officer, the Secretary of the Treasury, and the Secretary of the Army 
Smend section 400.109 to read as follows: 

100.109 District Engineer. The term “District Engineer’ means the engineer of the 
Department of the Army in whose district the zone is located. 

Amend section 400.600 by inserting the numeral “25” after “Washington.” 
Amend section 400.603 (kK) (3) (ii) by deleting the word “sworn.” 
Amend section 400.800 (e) to read as follows: 

400.800 Operations permitted. (a) * * * 

(e) (i) Permission to manipulate shall be obtained from the Collector of Customs as the 
representative of the Board. Should the Collector be in doubt as to whether or not a con- 
templated manipulation is authorized in the Act he shall refer the application for permis- 
sion to manipulate to the Executive Secretary of the Board for advice. In the event the 
applicant or zone operator is dissatisfied with the decision of the Collector, appeal may be 
made to the Board. 

(ii) Whenever the Collector of Customs rules, whether favorably or unfavorably, upon 
any application to perform a manipulation of a character not previously ruled upon, he 
shall promptly send to the Executive Secretary of the Board a copy of his letter (or other 
communication) to the applicant. 

(iii) The Collector of Customs shall submit a report monthly to the

(iv) The Executive Secretary will prepare bimonthly a statement for the information 
of the Board showing all authorized and denied operations 

(v) Authorizations or denials by the Board will be codified and published by the Execu- 
tive Secretary in the Treasury Decisions and the Federal Register. Those authorized or 
denied by Collectors of Customs and brought to the attention of the Board as provided for 
in subparagraph (iv) will, after 30 days from the time such bimonthly statement has been 
made, be submitted by the Executive Secretary for publication in the Federal Rewister, the 
Weekly Treasury Decisions, and the Foreign-Trade Zones Board bulletins, if no objection 
is raised by the Board or any member thereof.

LABELING OF WOOL PRODUCTS TO INDICATE FIBER CONTENT 


Rule 4, as amended, of the rules and regulations has been issued by the Federal Trade 
Commission under the Wool Products Labeling Act of 1939. This amended rule became effec- 
tive on August 1, 1949. 

Under the amended rule in question any manufacturer of a wool product, or person 
subject to section 3 of the wool products labeling act (i. e., one marketing the product in 
interstate commerce), residing in the United States, may make application to the Federal 
Trade Commission for a registered identification number which number may be used as 
and for the name of the person to whom such number is assigned, and no other idenitfying 
name need appear on the label. For example, a registered identification number might be 
assigned by the Federal Trade Commission to an importer of wool products and be used in 
the labeling of the articles imported. 

Any questions regarding the application of this amended rule, as well as any other 
questions pertaining to the information required on labels under the wool products labeling 
act and the rules and regulations thereunder, shall be submitted directly to the Chief, Wool 
Administration and Inspection Division, Federal Trade Commission, Washington 25, D. C.

The Bureau is in receipt of the following letter dated July 29, 1949, from Mr. John O 
Malott, Administrator, Agriculture-Import Order, Fats and Oils Branch, U. S. Department 
of Agriculture: 

This has reference to our letter of July 5, 1949, relative to the redesignation of War 
Food Order 63 as Agricultural-Import Order. 

In the reissuance of the restrictions on import controls in the form of Agriculture- 
Import Order, other than a few minor changes, the following major changes were made: 
1. The commodities listed below have been placed under import control of the order.

2. The new order deletes exceptions applying to food originating in El Salvador, Guate- 
mala, Mexico and Canada and also deletes the exceptions covering foods moving from 


foreign destinations through the United States to Canada. 
3. The new order removes from import control shipments originating in the territories 
or possessions of the United States for movement to the continental United States or to 


other territories or possessions of the United States. 
These changes become effective 12:01 A.M., July 30, 1949. (C/L 2379—Supplement 95) 


IMPORTATION OF SURPLUS PROPERTY 

Regulations have been issued August 20, 1949, by the Secretary of Commerce in regard 
to the importation of non-agricultural foreign excess property sold before July 1, 1949, 
under section 402, Public Law No. 152, 81st Congress. 

There is also quoted below an excerpt from a Bureau communication dated August 29, 
1949, addressed to the Assistant to the Director, Office of Domestic Commerce, Department 
of Commerce, from which you will note that questions concerning the interpretation of 
these regulations will be communicated to you by Commerce officials. 

In accordance with telephonic arrangements which have been made between you and 
a representative of the Bureau, inquiries relating to the restrictions imposed by these 
regulations which are directed to the Bureau of Customs will be forwarded to your office 
for direct reply. In individual cases which arise at the various ports where interpreta- 
tion of your regulations is involved, in order to comply with your wishes, this office is of 
the opinion that much time and expense may be saved if you will communicate with the 
collector concerned and advise him as to the action he should take with respect to the entry 
of the property. (C/L)

FOREIGN MANIFEST” 


Customs Form 7527-A is being further revised as follows: 

It will be 18” in width and 14” in length, except that the width may be 17” when the 
manifest is prepared on a ditto or other duplicating machine and the sheets of the 
manifest are not bound together on the left side. The material above the vertical columns 
shall all appear in form and substance as set forth in the July 1948 issue of customs Form 
7527-A. For binding purposes, there shall be a 1” blank vertical column with no heading 
on the left edge of the 18” by 14” size manifest and 10 vertical columns with headings 
and widths as given below shall appear in the following order across the face of the 
manifest from left to right: 

B/L. NO.—1” column. SHIPPERS—2” column. CONSIGNEES—2%” column. MARKS 
AND NUMBERS—2” column. QUANTITY—%” column. DESCRIPTION—2 9/16” column. 
GROSS WEIGHT (POUNDS OR KILOS)—1 3/16” column. INSPECTOR’S REPORT—2\" 
cea. PORT OF DISCHARGE IN U. S.—1%” column. ULTIMATE DESTINATION—1 5/16” 
column. 

The paper used in printing the official form shall be white bond, 25 percent, Substance 
32 (basis 17” x 22”, 1,000 sheets) which is similar to 16-lb. paper, 500-sheet ream basis, 
under commercial standards. When ditto or other duplicating machines are used, Ditto 
“Penortype B,” 16-lb. paper, or paper somewhat heavier, of good quality will be acceptable. 
The manifest form may be printed by private parties provided that supplies so printed 
conform to the official form in size, wording, arrangement, and color of paper. 

With the exception of a traveling manifest, all copies of the manifest filed with 
customs at any given port for cargo discharged and accounted for at that port shall be 
on the weight and quality of paper specified above for the official form. The comptroller’s 
copy of a manifest for cargo discharged and accounted for at any port shall be on the

In printing the revised customs Form 7527-A, no horizontal lines intersecting the 
vertical columns will be required but carriers shall be cautioned to give their foreign 
agents specific and definite instructions to leave adequate space between the items covered 
by different bills of lading to permit discharging inspectors to make their records of 
deliveries of the various items. The space required for inspectors to make their records 
of deliveries will @epend upon the number of different items covered by a bill of lading. 
Collectors shall not permit the continued use of manifests which do not have sufficient 
free space between the items covered by the different bills of lading to permit discharging 
inspectors to clearly and legibly show on the manifests the disposition of the packages 
covered thereby and whether any special action was taken in regard thereto, such as 
weighing, gauging, or sampling. 

The port of dischare column on the form need not be filled in if all the cargo on a 
manifest sheet is for discharge at only one port which is named and identified as such at 
the top of the sheet. 

The revised customs Form 7527-A above-described shall be used on and after March 1, 
1950. However, there will be no objection to the use of the revised form before that date. 

No official form of continuation sheet of inward foreign manifests on customs Form 
7527-A will be printed but continuation sheets meeting the requirements governing the 
use of customs Form 7527-A above set forth, except that the material above the vertical 
columns may be limited to the name of the importing vessel, the name of the port of 
lading and the sheet number, may be printed by private parties. 

Customs Form 7527-A as above revised may be printed by private parties immediately 
without waiting until the form has been reprinted by the Government Printing Office. 

The form of the certification used by the customs boarding officer in certifying on the 
original to its production and on a copy to the fact of its agreement with the original 
will not be printed on the further official revision of customs Form 7527-A. Such certifica- 
tion which shall be in the form shown on customs Form 7527-B and signed by the master 
shall be placed on the reverse side of the last page of a manifest on customs Form 7527-A 
by a rubber stamp or other means.

NOW, THEREFORE, I, HARRY S. TRUMAN, President of the United States of 
America, do hereby find and proclaim, on the basis of the investigation and report of the 
United States Tariff Commission, that changed circumstances require the further modi- 
fication, as hereinafter indicated, of the said prozlamation of September 5, 1939, in order 
to carry out the purposes of the said section 22, as amended. Accordingly, pursuant to 
the authority contained in the said section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, as 
amended, I hereby further modify the said proclamation of September 5, 1939, so that (1) 
the quota year in respect of cotton having a staple of 1% itches or more but less than 
1 11/16 inches in length shall hereafter commence on February 1 in lieu of September 20, 
and (2) during the period from September 20, 1949, to January 31, 1950, inclusive, the 
quantity of such cotton which may be entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for con- 
sumption shall not exceed 16,487,042 pounds.

Drawback is also allowable 
upon the exportation ef articles manufactured or produced in the United States with the 
use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts; medicinal 
or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic aicohol 
on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or pro- 
duced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on

PROCESSING TAX ON COCONUT OIL 
PROCLAMATION 2847 
Page 1603 

WHEREAS section 2470 (a) (2) of the Internal Revenue Code, as amended (26) U. S. C. 
(1946) 2470 (a) (2), provides as follows: 

Additional rate on coconut oil. There shall be imposed (in addition to the tax imposed 
by the preceding paragraph) a tax of 2 cents per pound, to be paid by the processor, upon 
the first domestic processing of coconut oil or of any combination or mixture containing 
a substantial quantity of coconut oil with respect to which oil there has been no previous 
first domestic processing, except that the tax imposed by this sentence shall not apply 
when it is established, in accordance with regulations prescribed by the Commissioner 
with the approval of the Secretary, that such coconut oil (whether or not contained in 
such a combination or mixture), (A) is wholly the production of the Philippine Islands 
or any possession of the United States, or (B) was produced wholly from materials the 
growth or production of the Philippine Islands or any possession of the United States; 

Whereas section 505 (b) of the Philippine Trade Act of 1946 (60 Stat. 157, 22 U. S. C. 
(1946) 1355) provides as follows: 

Suspension of Section 2470 (a) (2) of Internal Revenue Code. Whenever the President, 
after consultation with the President of the Philippines, finds that adequate supplies of 
neither copra nor coconut oil, the product of the Philippines, are readily available for 
processing in the United States, he shall so proclaim, and after the date of such proclama- 
tion the provisions of section 2470 (a) (2) of the Internal Revenue Code shall be suspended 
until the expiration of 30 days after he proclaims that, after consultation with the Presi- 
dent of the Philippines, he has found that such adequate supplies are so readily available; 

Whereas after consultation with the President of the Philippines, the President issued 
a Proclamation (No. 2693) dated June 27, 1946 (60 Stat. 1349) pursuant to the said section 
505 (b) of the Philippine Trade Act of 1946 that adequate supplies of neither copra nor 
coconut oil, the product of the Philippines, were readily available for processing in the 
United States and the provisions of section 2470 (a) (2) of the Internal Revenue Code were 
accordingly suspended; 

And whereas I have consulted with the President of the Philippines concerning the 
supplies of copra and coconut oil, the product of the Philippines, which are available for 
processing in the United States, and have found that such adequate supplies are now

Where the importer defers the making of the entries 
to the next business day, as authorized herein, he shall keep a separate record, such as 
invoices, of the removals of per spirits showing the removal data required to be 
entered on Record 52 and Form 52E, and appropriate memoranda of other transactions 
required to be entered on such records, for the purpose of making the entries correctly.

Sec. 191.60 Separate record of swath numbers of cases. Serial numbers of cases of 
distilled spirits disposed of need not be entered on Record 52 or Form 52E, “Monthly Record 
and Report of Importer or Proprietor of Tax-Paid Premises,’ provided the respective 
proprietor keeps in his place of business a separate record, approved by the district super- 
visor, showing such serial numbers, with necessary identifying data, including the date of 
removal and the name and address of the consignee. Such separate record may be kept 
in book form (including loose-leaf books) or may consist of commercial papers, such as 
invoices or bills. Such books, invoices, and bills shall be preserved for a period of four 
years and in such a manner that the required information may be ascertained readily 
therefrom, and during such period, shall be available during business hours for inspection 
and the taking of abstracts therefrom by internal revenue officers.

2. These amendments are intended for the purpose of allowing additional time for 
making required entries in Record 52 and Form 5 

It is found that compliance with the notice and public rule-making procedure of 
the Administrative Procedure Act (5 U.S.C. 1001 et seq.) is unnecessary in connection with 
the issuance of these regulations for the reason that the changes made are of a liberalizing 
character. 

4. This Treasury decision shall be effective on the 3lst day after the date of its 
publication in the Federal Register.

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U. S.-Colombian Negotiations Uncompleted 
—The delegates of Colombia and the U. S. 
issued the following statement at the close 
of the Annecy Tariff Negotiations: 

“The Colombian and United States delega- 
tions have jointly notified the Secretariat 
that, in view of the basic difficulties under- 
lying their Annecy tariff negotiations, as 
well as their scope and complexity, it was 
not possible to conclude them and they will 
therefore remain as ‘uncompleted negotia- 
tions’ which both delegations hope may be 
concluded at a later date. In the circum- 
stances the delegation of Colombia is with- 
drawing its application to accede to the 
General Agreement at this time, on the 
understanding that the Government of 
Colombia may possibly wish to renew their 
application to accede at a future date 
Tariff concessions agreed upon at Annecy 
between Colombia and other particinvating 
countries will probablv remain in suspense. 
The countries involved are Brazil, Canada, 
Chile, Czechoslovakia. France. Greece. India,

countries were carried out at Annecy in a 
cordial and friendly manner and with a 
mutual desire to arrive at a satisfactory 
agreement and regret their inability to 
carry them to a conclusion. 

“In view of the special problems which 
arise from the application of the present 
commercial agreement between the two 
countries, in force since 1936, and entered 
into when economic, monetary. and fiscal 
conditions were completely different from 
today, the delegations of both countries 
have agreed to recommend to their respec- 
tive countries that the agreement be jointly 
terminated through normal diplomatic 
channels. 

“The United States delegation recognized 
Colombia’s need to make a revision of its 
customs tariff in order to adiust it to pres- 
ent-day conditions, but found that the level 
of a number of proposed rates of the Co- 
lombian tariff wag a major obstacle that 
could not be completely overcome. 

“The chiefs of the respective negotiatin” 
teams believe that the negotiations were 
fruitful since they afforded an opportunity 
for making a careful study of the commer- 
cial problems and customs duties involved.”

LONG-STAPLE COTTON AND THE IMPORT QUOTA 


The President, on September 3, signed a proclamation changing the opening date of 
the quota year as it affects imports of cotton having a staple of 1% inches or more but 
jess than 1 11/16 inches in length to February 1. The annual global quota on long-staple 
cotton, totaling 45,656,420 pounds, will apply to the 12-month period from February 1 to 
the following January 31, beginning with 1950. September 20 has heretofore been the open- 
ing date of the import quota year on long-staple cotton. To care for import requirements 
during the period September 20, 1949, to January 31, 1950, the Presidential proclamation 
provides for an interim quota on cotton having a staple of 1% inches or more but less than 
i 11/16 inches in length totaling 16,487,042 pounds, representing a proration of the total 
annual quota for the 4 1/3 months’ period. 

The President's action followed the findings and recommendations of the Tariff Com- 
mission after an investigation and public hearing pursuant to Section 22 of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act of 1933, as amended. The Commission’s recommendations covered only 
cotton having a staple of 1% inches or more but less than 1 11/16 inches in length. The 
Commission found that with respect to this cotton the change in the opening date of the 
quota year from September 20 to February 1 would be to the advantage of domestie cotton- 
zrowers as well as manufacturers of cotton goods. 

September 20 remains the opening date of the quota year on imports of short-staple 
-ottons and of the types of cotton waste subject to import quota restrictions. No quota 
restrictions apply to cotton 1 11/16 inches or more in length.
